The saloon is a curse to the work­ 
man and to his wife and children. A 
curse to the church of God. A curse 
to the business interests of any city. 
town or village. A curse to the rich 
and to the poor. A curse to young 
manhood. 
A curse to young woman­ 
hood. An awful curse to fathers and 
mothers, whose children are dragged 
down to disgrace, death 
and 
to a 
drunkard's grave, with the gates of 
heaven barred forever against them, 
and the gates of hell wide ajar, yawn­ 
ing for their reception. 
The citizens of Salineville will vol­ 
untarily decide, on Saturday, May 19. 
whether or not the infamous saloon 
frhall remain in their midst, and the 
verdict will be recorded in the court 
of the Great Judge of good and evil, 
and this record will confront the vot­ 
ers on the day of final judgment. 
The Liquor League and its infamous 
ll agents are hard at work in Salineville.

Two prominent commercial travelers, 
men who travel all over the states, 
and who do a big business among the 
Merchants and business men of Ohio, 
said to the writer:

istics now give the saloon the go by. 
and in many, very many cases, have 
become 
total abstainers. 
And the 
leading wholesale houses of the na­ 
tion, in every branch of business but 
that of breweries and distilleries, are 
clamoring for salesman who do not 
look upon the 
wine when it is red 
or giveth forth its color. Our verdict, 
from a business standpoint, is 
that 
the saloon Is a curse to any commu­ 
nity, while a drunken and tippling 
commercial traveler is a condemned 
nuisance, and does not long hold any 
position of trust or emolument.” 
In the light of such evidence, and 
in the interest of common good, law, 
order, decency and self protection. Sa­ 
lineville should^close up the hell holes 
in her midst at the election to be held 
on Saturday, May 19.

The call was read 
to the congregation and the elders and 
the congregation and the eiders and 
trustees were 
authorized to sign it 
for the congregation. 
Upon motion of Dr. Bailey the pas­ 
tor’s salary was fixed at $2,500 per 
annum, payable quarterly. 
The call was sent to Dr. Fulmer thiR 
morning and an answer is expected 
from him soon. Dr. Fulmer preached 
in the First church several months 
ago and was 
greeted by immense 
audiences both morning and evening.

At present there seems to be too 
many garbage 
haulers for the size

away. In one place the price charged 
was 2ft cents a load and in another

a week. 
The contract given the Sanitary Re­ 
duction company says they must haul 
the garbage 
away in air-tight wag- 
ongs and take it*W$ffiy twice a week 
for eight cents, provided the residence 
is not more than six rooms*. 
The board of health at their meet­ 
ing will probably investigate the mat­ 
ter and find out when the furnace peo­ 
ple will put on air tight wagons.

One of the earliest arts attained by 
mankind, and of which we have any 
knowledge, was th at of pottery m ak­ 
ing. 
The Egyptians them selves had. 


in the tim e of Herodotus, who lived 
and wrote nearly five hundred years 
before Christ, so lost the knowledge of 
when they first 
becam e 
acquainted 
with this art, th at they, as is usual 
with a semi-civilized people, ascribed 
its origin to the teaching of some di­ 
vinity. 
The frequent use in the Old 
Testam ent of the term s taken from 
this industry, and the num erous cases 
in which figures are draw n from arti­ 
cles of pottery, show, if such a proof 
were needed, th at 
the 
m anufacture 
was well established among the Jews, 
and the domestic articles of pottery 
were in very common use. 
In the East, utensils are often made 
of pottery of a size so large th at we 
would hardly think them constructed 
solely of clay. 
In the story of “Forty 
Thieves" in the “Arabian Nights,’’ the 
robbers conceal them selves 
in 
jars. 
The Jars first in use in the E ast for 
storing oil and wine frequently reach 
the height of a man. being proportion-! 
ally broad, and afford a most handy 
and comfortable place 
for 
conceal­ 
m ent. 
A m anufacturer in this coun­ 
try recently produced two vases a lit­ 
tle over four and a half feet high, hut 
they were not wide in proportion and 
could not be compared with the pro­ 
duction of the Orientals. 
While the know ledge of pottery was 
so widely diffused among the nations 
of antiquity, yet the Chinese and Japa­ 
nese are the only people who seem to 
have had any well-grounded 
knowl­ 


edge, long ago, of the art of making 
porcelain, and at a very early period 
both these nations carried this . rt to 
a degree of 
perfection 
never 
since 
equaled by any other country. 
Among the ancients, the m ost cele­ 
brated m anufactories of pottery were 
those of the Greeks.and the Etruscans, 
who were settled in Italy before the 
Romans dom inated th at country, and 
who derived their m ethods and style 
of decoration from the Greeks. 
It was 
the custom of the nations of antiquity 
to bury large quantities of pottery and 
other a rt ware in the 
tombs of 
the 
dead, and even today, in the excava­ 
tions continually going on, are found 
excellent specim ens of pottery in a 
fine state of preservation. 
The deco­ 
rations on this 
long-buried 
pottery 
have greatly aided scientists and his­ 
torians in determ ining the 
custom s 
and m anners 
of 
the extinct 
races 
who produced them. 
In China, the m anufacture of porce­ 
lain first supplied the demands of Eu­ 
rope, so th at the name “China” has 
come into ordinary use. 
The Chinese, 
them selves, ascribe The invention of 
pottery to the Em peror 
Hoangsti in 
2700 B. C.. and th at of porcelain to the 
year 185 B. C. Porcelain, in China, is 
used not only for domestic, but also for 
architectual purposes. 
Among the ancient inhabitants of 
Peru and some other 
countries 
of 
South America, pottery had. at the ad­ 
vent of the Spaniards, attained quite 
a development. 
In their alm ost total 
destruction of the civilization which 
they found flourishing in these coun­ 
tries. the Spaniards did not spare even 
the evidences of this art.

The report endorses total 
abstinence on the Dart of the members 
and ministers of the church and fra­ 
ternity with other societies and organ­ 
izations in the cause of temperance.

of pottery of a size so large that we 
w’otild hardly think them constructed 
solely of clay. 
In the story of ‘Forty 
T h i e v e s ” in the “ Arabian Nights,” the 
robbers conceal themselves 
in 
jars. 
The jars first in use in the East for 
storing oil and wine frequently reach 
the height of a man. being proportion­ 
ally broad, and afford a most handy 
and comfortable place 
for 
conceal­ 
ment. 
A m anufacturer in this coun­ 
try recently produced two vases a lit­ 
tle over four and a half feet high, but 
they were not wide in proportion and 
could not be compared with the pro­ 
duction of the Orientals. 
While the knowledge of pottery was

Conduct of Affairs In the Island III*- 
cussed In the Senate—flacon Ad­ 
vocated Investigation, 


W ashington, May 17.—Discussion of 
the adm inistration of affairs in U#ba by 
agents of the United States occupied the 
attention of the senate during a part 
of the session. 
Mr. Bacon (Ga.) ad­ 
dressed the senate at length on his reso­ 
lution directing the committee on rela­ 
tions with Cuba to make an investiga­ 
tion of the conduct of financial affairs of 
the island. 
He said it was due the 
people of this country to know just how 
affairs in the island were being con­ 
ducted, and since the disclosures of the 
past few days had been made with re­ 
spect to the alleged misappropriation of 
funds in the postal service, the obliga­ 
tion upon congress to make au investi­ 
gation was doubly heavy.
